A FIERCE BLAZE. ~ 


LYNN, Nov. 8—Lynn had a narraw 
escape from a big fire last evening. The 
fire originated-and-_ luckily was confined 
to the forge shop of the American Ord- 
nance Company, on Federal street, 
West Lynn. 

The blaze started at 6,30 o'clock and 
is belived to have been caused by the 
breaking of.an oil pipe, the fluid spurt- 
ing upon a heated shell near one of the 
furnaces. The forge shop contains about 
14 furnaces, operated with fuel oil, This 
oil is kept in accumulators buried in 
the ground outside of the building. As 
soon as the fire started workmen shut 
off the supply of fuel oil, but the break 
in the pipe which supplies the anneal- 
ing oil, and is used for tempering shells 
prevented its eing shut off, and this 
furnished abundant food for the flames, 

In an instant the building which ts 
a one-story wooden structure~ about 
100x85 feet, and covered by sheeet iron 
was a mass of flames, and for a time it 
resisted the fire department. The oil 
accumulater contained nearly 7000 gal- 
lons of the fluid, and this was running 
in a constant stream about the  build- 


ing. 

The building was situated close to the 
extensive plant of the General Electric 
Company. 

It is not thought that the machinery 
is seriously damaged, The building will 
be a total loss, estimated to be about 
$8000; insured. 

The company employed about 60 men 
on the day shift, and about 25 men on 
the night shift. The latter had just 
gone to work when the fire broke out,

too often the case, the horses which are 
used to draw.the fire apparatus were at 
such a distance from the houses that it 
was several minutes before they arrived 
at the fire, and until then the men had 
nothing with which to work. : 
Dense clouds of smoke were pouring 
from the windows and doors of the 
building, and it looked as if the build- 
ing was doomed to total destruction. 
The firement, however, went to work 
with a will, and under the direction of 
Chief Engineer Brown and Assistants 
Farnsworth and Clark, within a short 
time, had the flames under control. 
Two lines of hose.were attached to the 
hydrant in front of the building, an- 
other to-the..hydrant, at the corner of 
High street, and with these and the line 
from the mill yard, the building was 
completely flooded with water until 
every vestige of fire was extinguished.
